PURPOSE: To obtain an input device with a satisfactory affinity, by which 
an instruction to be given to a computer can be selected by the small 
number of times of operations by using the shape information of a hand. 

CONSTITUTION: The shape information of fingers obtained from an angle 
detecting means 1 which detects the angle of finger joints, and the 
position information of the hand in a space obtained from coordinate 
detecting means 2 and 3, are used, and their combination is made to 
correspond to the instruction to be inputted to a computer 5, so that the 
objective instruction among the many instruction groups can be inputted to 
the computer by the small number of times of the operations. Thus, an input 
by the shape and operation of the hand may be the inputting means familiar 
to a human.
